On  February  14,  1863,  twenty- 
six-year-old  seaman  James  Henry 
Gooding  volunteered  to  serve  in  the 
Massachusetts  54th,  the  first  regiment 
of  black  soldiers  ever  recruited  for  the 
Union  army.  Over  the  next  twelve 
months,  he  posted  a  series  of  remark- 
able letters  from  the  front  to  his 
hometown  newspaper,  the  staunchly 
abolitionist  New  Bedford  Mercury. 
Written  with  insight  and  literary  flair, 
his  letters  provide  a  vivid  portrait  of 
the  war  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of  a 
black  volunteer. 

From  basic  training  at  Camp  Meigs 
in  Readville,  Massachusetts,  through 
campaigns  in  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Florida,  Gooding  faithfully 
records  the  activities  of  the  54th, 
including  the  legendary  storming  of 
Fort  Wagner.  He  also  voices  the 
injustice  felt  by  soldiers  of  his  regi- 
ment over  the  issue  of  unequal  pay, 
the  refusal  to  promote  deserving  black 
enlistees  to  officer  rank,  and  the 
deeply  ingrained  racism  of  whites  in 
both  the  North  and  South. 


Wounded  and  captured  during  the 
battle  of  Olustee,  Florida,  in  February 
1864,  Gooding  died  later  that  year  in 
Andersonville  Prison. 

In  her  introduction,  Virginia  M. 
Adams  provides  biographical  details 
on  Gooding's  life  and  examines  the 
antebellum  history  of  New  Bedford's 
large  and  articulate  community  of  free 
blacks.

Fiction,  Gender,  and  Memory 
Lynne  Hanley 

"Most  Americans  living  in  this  decade 
have  not  directly  experienced  war, 
have  not  fought  at  the  front,  or  been 
invaded,  occupied,  or  bombed  at 
home,  so  our  narratives  of  war  are 
particularly  potent  in  shaping  our 
imagination,  indeed  our  very  memory 
of  war.  And  since  how  we  imagine  (or 
remember,  or  forget)  war  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  our  propensity  to 
make  war,  the  question  occurs,  What 
is  it  in  our  literature  of  war,  in  our 
modern  cultural  memory  of  war,  that 
has  led  us  in  this  century  to  make  war 
again  and  again,  and  to  export  our 
organized  violence  to  just  about  every 
corner  of  the  world?" 

Impelled  by  this  question,  Lynne 
Hanley  here  explores  the  ways  in 
which  literature  shapes  our  percep- 
tions of  war.  The  book  contains  five 
critical  essays  on  English  and  Ameri- 
can writings  about  the  wars  t)f  this 
century  and  six  short  stories  which 
render  the  experience  of  war  from  a 
feminist  perspective.  The  combination 
of  fiction  and  nonfiction,  unorthodox 
though  it  may  be,  represents  Hanley's 
deliberate  effort  to  open  new  ways  of 
thinking  about  war  and  to  challenge 
the  dichotomy  between  criticism  and 
creative  writing. 

The  first  essay,  an  insightful  critique 
of  Paul  FusselPs  The  Great  War  and 
Modern  Memory,  takes  issue  with  its 
focus  on  the  combat  experiences  of 
the  individual  soldier,  as  though  his 
were  the  only  real  human  tragedy  in 


the  arena  of  war.  Other  essays  address 
the  writings  of  Virginia  Woolf,  Joan 
Didion,  and  Doris  Lessing — women 
whose  work  calls  into  question  the 
accepted  terrain  of  war  literature  and 
explores  new  territory  beyond  the 
men-at-the-front  accounts. 

Hanley's  short  stories  further 
redefine  the  combat  zone.  Reexamin- 
ing the  themes  of  the  critical  essays, 
the  stories  explore  the  experiences  of 
women,  children,  and  other  noncom- 


batants  on  the  "home  front."  These 
narratives  displace  the  soldier  as  the 
mouthpiece  of  war,  reminding  us  that 
the  makers  of  war  are  not  its  only 
casualties.

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Gestures  of  Healing 

Anxiety  and  the  Modern 
Novel 

John  J.  Clayton 

Gestures  of  Healing  shows  how  the 
dominant  novelists  of  American  and 
British  modernism — James,  Conrad, 
Ford,  Forster,  Joyce,  Woolf, 
Lawrence,  Fitzgerald,  Hemingway, 
and  Faulkner — express  a  common 
condition  of  pain:  anxiety  produced 
by  the  experience  of  chaos  in  the  self. 
John  J.  Clayton  seeks  the  source  of 
this  condition  not  in  vague  reference 
to  "modern  society"  nor  in  philo- 
sophical trends,  but  rather  in  the 
families  of  these  writers.  Clayton 
argues  that  although  their  situations 
were  very  different,  these  writers  had 
in  common  certain  patterns  (particu- 
larly a  weak  or  absent  father  and  a 
central,  strong-willed  mother)  that,  in 
the  absence  of  coherent  grounding  in 
the  community,  shaped  a  fragmented, 
incomplete  self. 

After  tracing  the  often  tragic  effects 
of  modernist  anxiety  on  the  writers' 
lives,  Clayton  explores  how  the  fiction 
created  by  each  author  gestures 
toward  healing.  He  shows  how  the 
writers  "use"  the  reader,  much  as  a 
patient  "uses"  an  analyst,  and  how 
the  culture  that  enthroned  modernism 
looked  to  it  for  the  same  healing.  The 
book,  while  psychoanalytically 
informed,  is  readable,  personal  in 
tone,  and  free  of  jargon. 

Gestures  of  Healing  concludes  with 
extended  studies  of  James,  Lawrence, 
and  Woolf.

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Political  Discourse  in  Exile 

Karl  Marx  and  the  Jewish 

Question 

Dennis  Fischman 

Karl  Marx  was  a  theorist,  an  atheist, 
an  antisemite,  and  a  Jew.  Over  the 
years,  his  tangled  relation  with 
Judaism  has  provoked  heated  debate 
among  followers  and  critics  alike.  Can 
the  Jewish  tradition  better  help  us 
understand  Marx's  political  theory? 
Which  themes  in  Marx's  writings 
become  clearer  when  read  in  a  Jewish 
context? 

In  this  provocative  book,  Dennis 
Fischman  addresses  these  questions 
by  showing  how  Marx's  work,  from 
his  doctoral  dissertation  to  Capital, 
resounds  with  the  characteristic 
concerns  of  Jewish  thought.  Fischman 
identifies  three  key  elements  that 
Marx's  theory  shares  with  Judaism: 
its  ontology,  its  use  of  texts,  and  its 
conception  of  liberation  as  a  return 
from  exile.  He  finds  a  strong  affinity 
between  the  conception  of  reality 
underlying  Marx's  writings  and  that 
of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  including  the 
notion  that  human  beings  are  obliged 
by  their  own  needs  to  repair  and 
perfect  the  world.  Similarly,  Marx's 
way  of  commenting  on  earlier 
authors,  especially  Hegel,  resembles 
the  rabbinic  style  of  textual  interpreta- 
tion called  midrash:  both  interrogate 
existing  texts  to  make  them  speak 
to  the  urgent  needs  of  the  readers' 
situation.  Finally,  Fischman  draws  on 
legend,  history,  and  poetry  to  explore 
how  the  Jewish  theme  of  exile  can 
be  read  in  the  Marxian  theory  of 


alienation.  Just  as  exile  disrupts  the 
dialogue  between  God  and  humanity 
and  sets  all  awry,  alienation  under 
capitalism  corrodes  human  powers 
and  social  relations. 

Marx  himself,  Fischman  suggests,  is 
a  figure  in  exile.  Estranged  from  his 
Jewish  roots,  he  is  unable  fully  to 
understand  himself  or  to  explain 
himself  to  those  who  hold  a  funda- 
mentally different  view  of  reality.

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Vulgarity  and  Authenticity 

Dimensions  of  Otherness  in  the 
World  of  Jean-Paul  Sartre 
Stuart  Zane  Charme 


Since  his  death  in  1980,  there  has  been 
a  resurgence  of  scholarly  interest  in 
the  life  and  work  of  Jean-Paul  Sartre, 
as  interpreters  have  searched  for  the 
threads  that  link  the  remarkably 
diverse  elements  of  his  thought.  In  this 
book,  Stuart  Zane  Charme  uses  the 
concept  of  "vulgarity"  as  a  key  to 
understanding  the  interaction  of 
Sartre's  social  background  and  his 
analysis  of  existential  authenticity. 

Like  Freud  and  others,  Sartre  had  a 
profoundly  ambivalent  attitude 
toward  the  need  to  be  "civilized."  On 
the  one  hand,  he  regarded  the  orderly 
bourgeois  world,  from  etiquette  to 
religion,  as  a  realm  of  hypocrisy  and 
"bad  faith"  that  must  be  resisted  and 
subverted  in  one's  quest  for  authentic- 
ity. On  the  other  hand,  he  associated 
certain  aspects  of  civility  with  the 
struggle  of  human  consciousness  to 
transcend  the  realm  of  nature  and  the 
body.  For  Sartre,  vulgarity,  as  an 
expression  of  "otherness,"  under- 
mines civility  in  both  these  senses. 

The  first  part  of  this  book  examines 
the  tension  between  civility  and 
vulgarity  in  Sartre's  thought,  including 
reference  to  such  recurrent  Sartrean 
themes  as  obscenity,  ugliness,  laugh- 
ter, scatology,  and  body  odors.  The 
second  part  reconstructs  Sartre's 
underlying  mythology  of  the  "vulgar 
Other"  centered  around  four  "mar- 
ginal" groups:  blacks,  women, 
homosexuals,  and  Jews.  Standing  in 
opposition  to  traditional  models  of  the 
self  in  white,  male,  heterosexual, 
Christian  culture,  these  groups  were 
symbolic  representations  for  Sartre  of 


alternative  forms  of  selfhood.  It  was 
only  in  listening  to  the  voices  of  these 
groups  that  Sartre  believed  he  and 
others  might  repel  the  artificial 
imperatives  of  bourgeois  culture  and 
achieve  a  more  authentic  existence. 

"I  am  struck  by  Charme's  ability  to 
throw  fresh  light  on  subjects  on  which 
it  seems  that  everything  possible  has 
already  been  said.  Sartre's  theory  of 
human  relations  has  been  discussed 
and  debated  as  much  as  anything  in 
his  philosophy,  but  nobody  else  has  so 
adequately  related  it  to  tensions  and 
contradictions  in  Sartre's  personal  life 
and  in  his  private  attitudes  toward 
others  and  toward  himself.  Charme's 


focus  on  the  interplay  of  authenticity 
and  vulgarization  in  Sartre's  thought 
is  altogether  new  and  turns  out  to  be  a 
key  to  a  reappraisal  of  his  philosophy 
as  a  whole  that  is  illuminating  even  to 
those  of  us  who  have  studied  it  for 
years."

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Bridging  Three  Worlds 

Hungarian-Jewish  Americans, 

1848-1914 

Robert  Perlman 

Between  1848  and  1914,  approxi- 
mately 100,000  Jews  emigrated  from 
Hungary  to  the  United  States.  They 
came  in  two  waves.  The  first  group, 
catalyzed  by  the  1848  revolutions 
against  the  Austrian  monarchy, 
consisted  mainly  of  political  dissidents 
and  well-educated,  cosmopolitan, 
middle-class  Jews  seeking  greater 
personal,  religious,  and  political 
freedoms  in  the  New  World.  The 
second  and  much  larger  group,  which 
began  to  arrive  around  1880,  con- 
sisted primarily  of  poor  peasants  and 
unskilled  laborers,  beckoned  to 
America  by  the  promise  of  vast 
economic  opportunity. 

In  the  abundant  literature  on  Jewish 
immigration  to  the  United  States, 
virtually  nothing  has  been  written 
specifically  about  the  Hungarian- 
Jewish  experience,  which  differed  in 
many  respects  from  that  of  other 
Jewish  national  groups.  Bridging 
Three  Worlds  offers  such  a  chronicle, 
relating  the  immigrants'  history  from 
their  political  and  cultural  roots  in  the 
Old  Country  to  their  acculturation  as 
citizens  in  a  newly  adopted  land. 
Based  on  primary  archival  material, 
oral  histories,  and  secondary  sources, 
the  book  is  also  informed  by  the 
author's  own  experiences  as  an 
American  of  Hungarian-Jewish 
origins.

While  Poe, 
James,  Faulkner,  and  Hemingway,  for 
instance,  loom  large  as  major  figures 
on  a  world  stage,  so  too  do  Jack 
London  and  Charles  Bukowski.  There 
are  other  surprises  as  well.  Who  might 
imagine  that  Faulkner's  South  would 
intrigue  Japanese  readers,  that  Israeli 
students  would  have  a  penchant  for 
Puritan  and  colonial  American 
literature,  or  that  the  Chinese  would 
be  entranced  by  the  writings  of  both 


Nathaniel  Hawthorne  and  Arthur 
Hailey? 

Essay  after  essay  in  this  unique 
collection  reveals  how  one  culture 
often  finds  reflections  of  itself  in  the 
historical  niches  of  another  culture's 
development.

The  twelve  essays  presented  here 
are  a  representative  sample  of  the 
pioneering  work  Sidney  Kaplan  has 
produced  in  the  fields  of  American 
and  black  studies.  Selected  from  over 
fifty  published  pieces,  the  essays  reflect 
Kaplan's  lifelong  passion  to  demon- 
strate the  centrality  of  the  African- 
American  experience  to  our  national 
experience,  to  show  that  an  under- 
standing of  black  history  is  indispens- 
able to  an  understanding  of  American 
history. 

The  collection  falls  into  five  parts. 
The  first  section,  on  the  colonial  and 
revolutionary  eras,  contains  three 
essays  that  discuss  Samuel  SewalPs 
antislavery  pamphlet  The  Selling  of 
Joseph  (1700),  the  purposeful 
exclusion  of  reference  to  blacks  or 
slaves  in  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, and  black  participation  in 
Shays'  Rebellion.  The  next  section,  on 
the  Civil  War,  includes  one  essay  on 
the  miscegenation  canard  in  the  1864 
election  and  another,  highlighted  by 
78  illustrations,  on  the  depiction  of 
the  black  soldier  in  literature  and  art. 
The  four  essays  in  the  third  section 
examine  the  representation  of  blacks 


in  works  by  Edgar  Allan  Poe,  Herman 
Melville,  and  Dion  Boucicault.  The 
fourth  section  contains  a  single  piece 
that  discusses  the  portrayal  of  blacks 
in  American  painting.  The  last  section 
profiles  forgotten  black  inventors 
Lewis  Temple,  John  Mashow,  and  Jan 
Earnst  Matzeliger.

Poet  laureate  of  the  United  States, 
two-time  winner  of  the  Pulitzer  Prize,

Moving 
beyond  academic  debates  about 
experimentation  and  conservatism  in 
poetry  schools  since  1945,  Michelson 
discusses  Wilbur's  verse  as  art  of  great 
psychological  and  stylistic  range,  more 
sensitive  to  the  aesthetic  and  moral 
crises  of  this  century  than  reviewers 
have  commonly  observed.
